European cotton industry statistics collected by 
the International Federation of Cotton and 
Allied Textile Industries (IFCATI) showed 
1960 was a good year for both spinners and 


’ weavers. 


An IFCATI summary said that 
in the year less 
yarns and cloth than 
for several years 

The total spindle-hours work- 
ed in the year were almos! the 
same as in 1958 but total yarn 
output was six per cent higher 
in 1960 

A study of yarn preduction 
showed a tolal] increase of 121.- 
573 tensor seven per cent— 
over the 1959 performance. but 
part of 
(91,693 tons) came in the first 
half of the year, In the fourth 
quarter of 1960 yarns output 
was only three per cent’ higher 
than the comparable quarter of 


1959. 


Pure cotton 

Production of mixture yarns 
declined further in the year. 
Despite substantially increased 
output of man-made yarns, the 
percentage of pure cotton yarns 
ruse from 74,3 per cent in 1959 
to 76.4 per cent of the total of 
cotton mill yarn outpul in 1960 

Total cloth production from 
the cotton mills of 

Europe rose by 5.7 per cent in 

1980 against the previous year 

or slightly less than the ad- 

vance staged by yarn produc- 
tion. 

Rises above the general aver- 
age were recerded in Belgium, 
Denmark, Italy. Norway and 
Portugal where the increase 
over 1959 was in each case al 
least 10 per cent. 

The year’s total output was 
well] above the 1958 figure and 
only fractionally smaller than 
in 1957, when ‘looms ran for 
approximately seven per cent 
longer than in 1960. 

IFCATI said when all qualifi- 
cations needed in respect of 
changes in the types of goods 
were made, the figures showed 
thal an increase in machinery 
productivity had been achieved 
in Europe's spinning and weuv- 
ing industries —-UPI.

A Thai businessman told Central Court this 
morning that he was shot and ;wounded 
by.a Chinese man and almost robbed of 
about $61,000 on November 29 fast 


year. 


Mr Monchai =‘ Tevanstur, 
Manager of Luen Hop Kut Co, 
56 Bonhen Strand-west, first 
floor, was giving evidence dur- 
ing committal proceedings 
against three men. Two are. ac- 
cused of robbery and- attempted 
murder, and the other is charg- 
ed with possession of arms 
without 6 licence. 

The defendants are Lam Sang, 

and Wong ‘Hing-ming, 33, 
both unemployed, of 301 Des 
Voeux-road Central, second 
floor; and Lai Chuen, 44, de- 
scribed as manager of the Sam 
Hing Factory, of 131 “J” Block, 
fourth floor, Shek Kip Mei re- 
settlement area, Kowloon. 

Lam is on four charges of 
robbery with an offensive 
weapon and two of attempted 
murder, while Wong is facing 
seven charges of robbery with 
an offensive weapon and one of 
attempted murder. Lai is 
charged with possession of arms 
without a licence.

Shortly afterwards, he found 
that the man had disappeared 
but that none of the money was 
stolen. 

Mr Monchai said he was ad- 
mitted to Queen Mary Hospital 
| Where he was treated for a gun- 
shot wound in his thigh, 

He attended two identification 
‘parades . at Central Police 
Station and on September 15, he 
identified first defendant as the 
man who shot him on November 
29 last year.
